News from tbe States. 



^yfe lay before our .readers ...oleTen. days 
Jatejr news from the States. We dohbt scb the 
slightest indication of poaoe. The Fo lerals 
have been successful in a battle near Perry s- 
Tilie, Kentucky, and the success of Ilose- 
Icrans at Corinth seems to be fully oonrirmed. 
In the Western department matters favor 
the north ; and to make it more conclu»ively 
in .their favor, Hnllcck is to be sent out West 
as Co'mmander-in-Cliicf. The lac^t winter 
campaign mny posaibly bo re-eiiaoled. In 
tlie East the tide of eveiita saeins to be on the 
Confederate side. McClelian is doing notli' 
ing. Lee bus 200,000 ou tlia Kuppnhunuook. 
So the c.YpuUiou irom Muryliind seems to 
have produced no very marked results, whilst 
the East is balanced by the West. A for- 
\yard moToment of tbe Federals was rumored. 
Another obango in the Cabinet is to occur — 
Banks ia to take Stanton's place as Secretary 
of War. The Southern Congress are disposed 
to raise the standard of civil war in Oregon 
and Calilbniia. 'I'lio Nortli seems to want a 
head — a dictator ; and if success docs not soon 
follow the plans of tiic Cabinet, it will nut be 
long before, the army will impose a dictator 
on the cation, ll will be dictator against 
dictator.
